CBS suspends

NEW YORK — Charlie Rose 
is the latest public figure to be 
felled by sexual misconduct alle- 
gations, with PBS halting distri- 
bution of his nightly interview 
show and CBS News suspend- 
ing him Monday following a 
Washington Post report with 
the accusations of eight women. 

The women, who all worked 
for Mr. Rose or tried to work for 
him, accused the veteran news- 
man of groping them, walking 
naked in front of them and tell- 
ing one that he dreamed about 
her swimming nude.

By Bill Schackner 
Pittsburgh Post-Gazette 


e was the young man 

always handing out 

gummy bears and 

who couldn’t resist 

tossing a football 

around with kids. One acquain- 

tance from his police academy 

days recalled an exuberant 
smile. 

Alone and in small groups, 

those who knew slain New Kens- 


ington police Officer Brian 
Shaw showed up outside a beige- 
brick funeral home in Lower 
Burrell on Monday, walking 
grimly past a blue-and-white pa- 
trol car parked out front and 
draped with black bunting, its 
blue and red lights flashing in 
memory of the 25-year-old who 
was fatally shot during a foot 
chase stemming from a traffic 
stop. 

Some who attended Officer 
Shaw’s visitation, their faces 


raw with emotion, could not 
fully wrap their minds around 
what had happened Friday 
night. 

“You can’t process it. You’re 
thinking, ‘That can’t be Brian.’ 
Not that this should happen to 
anyone, but certainly not him,” 
said Kim Davis, 49, of Harmar- 
ville, who worked with him at 
an American Eagle Outfitters at 
Pittsburgh Mills while he was in 
the police academy. “He was 
sucha great guy.” 


There were politicians and 
police officers, those who knew 
Officer Shaw or his family. Still 
others had never met him but 
said it was important to be there 
because of what he represented. 

“Tve been doing this for over 
20 years, and it doesn’t get any 
easier,” said Franklin Park po- 
lice Officer Ron Skillen, who 
drove there to pay his respects.

Cult leader remembered for manipulative persona, Los Angeles murders

LOS ANGELES — Other killers 
snuffed out far more lives than 
Charles Manson did in 1969. Yet he 
has endured for nearly a half cen- 
tury as the personification of evil, 
even in an age in which mass 
shootings leave dozens dead at a 
time. 

Manson, the hippie cult leader 
who died Sunday at 83, horrified 
America a generation ago with the 
way he seemed to have turned 
young people murderously against 
everything their parents cher- 
ished. That horror continued long 
after he had been locked up, in 
large part because of the demonic 
image crime experts say he culti- 
vated with his bizarre behavior 
and searing, wild-eyed gaze. 

“He had that maniacal look that 
was always so striking,” said 
James Alan Fox, a criminology

PHILADELPHIA — Pennsyl- 
vania’s auditor general is ask- 
ing the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice to look into some of the $1 
million in bonuses spread 
among staff and volunteers who 
helped manage the 2016 Demo- 
cratic National Convention in 
Philadelphia. 

In a report released Monday, 
Auditor General Eugene 
DePasquale urged the IRS to re- 
view the controversial bonuses 
because the DNC host commit- 
tee was registered as a nonprofit 
under the federal tax exemption 
code. He said bonuses given to 
board members Kevin Washo 
and Eliza Rose, who were also
